The public and most doctors 


think that a psychiatrist is one 
who treats insanity, said Dr. Bu- 
ford. 


"Insanity is a legal, not a med- 


ical term," he said, "a psychiat- 
rist is supposed to treat lunacy, or 
persons made sick by the moon, 
as if. the moon had anything to 
do with a person's mal-adjustment. 


"The public is perfectly satisfied 


when one has a mental disease of 
sufficient gravity to be dangerous 
to himself and others, to have him 
arrested and try him for losing 
his mind, which he never does. 


"He is put in a state hosiptal 


and forgotten. 
The public and 


medical men are gradually realiz- 
ing that psychiatry 
is the best 


treatment for personality mal-ad- 
justment as well as for major 
mental diseases."

TOWN BORE BRUNT 


OF STORM'S FURY 


TWENTY DEAD AND MORE 
THAN TWO HUNDRED HURT 


IN TORNADOES TODAY 


' BIRMINGHAM,, Ala., May 
5. — W — Twenty 
persons 


were killed and more than 
200 injured by a tornado 
that swept three west-cen- 
tral Alabama communities 
shortly before dawn today. 


Helena, a mining village 


of 700 population, bore the brunt 
of the storm, with 13 dead and 
nearly 
100 Injured. 


The other communities struck 


were Demopolis two killed, Center- 
vllle, two killed, Brent, three dead
